HAT shall be done with the fund of nearly 

$100,000 left from the activities of the 

Board of Lady Managers of the Chicago 

World's Fair? This is a question that has been 
agitating Chicago of late. 

When, twenty years ago, Mrs. Potter Palmer had 
left $38,000 from the sale of souvenirs at the Fair, 
the amount was invested in bonds and laid away to 
accumulate interest. Today it aggregates $67,000, 
and with the addition of another fund from the sale 
of Isabella quarters, will total nearly $100,000. 

Now, what shall be done with it? 

Obviously it should be devoted to the interests of 
women—of as many women as possible—of women 
of every walk of life. 

What better way than by the erection and main- 
tenance of a Women’s Public Comfort Station in the 
city of Chicago? 

Chicago, the second largest city in America, is 
fifty years behind the times in comfort station facili- 
ties. The city government pleads lack of funds 
when the matter is broached. But here is a fund 
that could be used in no better way than for the 
comfort of women in the business center of Chicago. 

A comprehensive and beautiful building can be 
erected for a small part of this fund, and the balance 





used tor maintenance. A location in Grant Park. on 
Michigan Boulevard, can be had from the city with 


out cost, and the whole project will be a fitting 


monument to the work of the Lady Managers of the 


Chicago World's Fair. 

Mrs. Palmer has appointed a committee of three 
Chicago women to make suggestions for the im 
mediate use of the money, in some cause for the 
aid of women and children. The committee con 
sists of:

Mrs. William P. Conger, 142 East Erie Street. 

Such a building, in addition to its use as a comfort 
station, could contain rest rooms, emergency surgical 
rooms with attendants, information facilities 

New York City has a score of such stations; De 
troit has a most beautiful and attractive underground 
station on Cadillac Square, as well as a dozen others: 
hundreds of other cities have women s stations that 
are a credit and a real comfort as well 

Pick out any project for the benefit of women and 
girls that might be purchased with this amount of 
money—not one will be so universally valuable, nor 
so badly needed. 

It behooves those who believe Chicago should 
have better comfort station facilities to make their 
suggestions now, to the women mentioned above. 

A women’s comfort station, adequate to the needs 
ofa growing city, would be the best possible use to 
make of such a fund.

lated enamel—at this stage known as enamel glass—into 
what is called and known in the trade as ball pulverizing 
mills. These ball mills consist of a cylinder lined with 
proper material and having in them a certain quantity of 
round or approximately round balls. 

This ball mill then is caused to revolve and the rollin 
and tumbling of the balls among this material finally r:

Non-Absorbent and Sninitary. 

It will be noted from this that an article covered with 
this enamel its in reality and to all intents and purposes 
an article with a elass surface or lining; so that in taking 
a plunge in a cast iron enameled bathtub you really are 
taking a bath in a high grade glass article, which by rea 
son of its nature must be and ts absolutely non-absorbent, 
and therefore positively sanitary. 

After the enamel has been pulverized and made ready 
for application to the bathtub it is sent to the men at the 
furnaces who put it on the bathtubs. 

\s already stated, the articles have been treated with 
an initial coat of enamel. With this tirst coat on them 
they are placed in these furnaces and allowed to remain 
until they become a bright cherry red, in tempera 
responding to appr yximately 1700 degrees la 
When they are withdrawn trom the turnaces and it 1s dis- 
covered that the tirst coating has been melted on to and 
attached to the iron, while the tub is in this condnon ot 
cherry redness the process of applying the tinishing opaque 
enamel as begun. 

In order to carry this out in the most advanced pra 
tice the powdered enamel is placed in an automatic sifting 
device, W hich Inlay be operated either by pneumatic air of 
electricity, either of which produces a rattling effect or 
vibration in the wires of the sifter, causing the enamel to 
sift through; and by moving this sitter back and torth 
Ove;»r the surface to be enameled the enamel its cd posite dl 
ina light coat on the tub, and this light coat, upon strik 
ing the heated surface, is melted and attaches itself to the 
first coat and to the iron article. 

This process of depositing the enamel is repeated as 
frequently as may be necessary in order to produce what 


the workman considers a satisfactory article in quality in

respect to color and the general gloss and finish of the 
product. : 
Workmen Highly Skilled. 

After the tub has received its last coat ot powdered 
enamel it is inserted in the oven again, and atter the 
enamel has been sufficiently melted it 1s withdrawn, and 
if found by the workman to be acceptable in all of its 
qualities—for which, by the way, the workman is entirely 
responsible and therefore must possess the highest skill 
—it is allowed to cool in the atmosphere. Aiter being 
cooled it is given a final inspection and then 1s trans- 
ported to the shipping department. 

The largest representative bathroom fixture concern has 
a capacity of 2,000 finished bathtubs a day. About 65 per 
cent of all tubs made are 5-ft. tubs, the remainder being 
4, 414, 5™% and 6-ft. tubs. Say a 5-ft. tub weighs approx- 
imately 225 pounds. The enamel on it averages from 
twenty to twenty-two pounds. The finished product thus 
weighs from 250 to 260 pounds. Along with this must be 
figured the weight of the feet, which will average sixteen 
pounds to the tub. Other enameled products aside from 
bathtubs, such as lavatories, sinks, laundry tubs, and so 
forth, will equal in tonnage that of the bathtubs produced 
daily.
